that would come to American agri- 
cultural and 
manufacturing Inter- 


ests. 
He specified particularly tha 


benefits which would come to the 
people of Illinois, but declared that 
every state would be beneficially af- 
fected by the pact. 


Mr. Taft -declared that the reci- 


procity agreement was in exact line 
with the republican tariff policy out- 
lined In the 1908 platform, which, If 
carried 
to its logical conclusion, 


tvould practically result in free trade 
with Canada—the conditions of labor 
and production being about equal in 
the two .countries. 


Talks of Lumber Schedule. 


The president dwelt at some length 


on the lumber schedule. 
He spoke 


of the diminishing supply of timber 
in the United States, and said that 
the people of. this country should 
seize- the present opportunity to put 
rough lumber from Canada ,on the

NEED OF NEW. ROAD L'AWS. 


THE OPTION ELECTIONS 


Scores of Indiana cities and towns are preparing to 


vote pn the saloon question under the hew option law. 
These cities and towns have been dry for periods rang- 
ing from one to more'than two years, 'during (the 


• .term the county law has been in operation, in some 
' caseS) and in other cases much longer, having abol- 


ished the saloon by the^remonstrance process. Under 
the hew law the contests will in miny respects re-, 
semble'the old fights by remonstrance, save that in 
the present instances there will be an investiture of 
secrecy about' the way men act upon the question. In 
a remonstrance fight no man could align himself with 
the anti-saloon party without making full disclosure 
of it. His name was there and had to be there or it 
was 'Without effect. He now votes in the option elec- 
tion wholly .without fear of consequences no matter 
hoy he may vote. The smaller unit of option means 
of course that contests will be more frequent, but none 
the less bitter, and it niay easily be assumed that from 
the concentrated nature of such struggles they iwill 
take an added intensity. The next three months will 
see Indiana' the theater of p. vast struggle between 
the 'temperance folks trying to hold .territory already 
woiranc! saloons trying to "come back." In some jcom- 
munities it will be an almost savage conflict But it 
is becoming 'evident that not all the cities and towns 
that art counted on by the. Liquor people to go dry are 
going to do so.

It seems a pity that the bills proposed by the Indi- 


ana Good Roads Association, after most careful studv 
of the problem, should be cast as rubbish to the void*. 
Most of the members of both houses profess .to be in 
favor of good roads, but as soon as a practical measure 


i is proposed by which good roads can be obtained and 


] maintained, these same good roads legislators begin to 
lose interest. At the last session of the legislature 
similar bills were introduced and never reported by 
the committees. At this session bills were prepared 
before the session opened, were printed, and iii the 
hands of each member with a concise analysis of the 
bills. And now the session is half over and the bills 
have not even been reported arid officially printed, nor 
has any substitute for them been reported. It is a 
disgrace to Indiana to continue the wasteful and in- 
efficient method of working out the road tax. 
The 


governor denounced it in his rhessage. 
Thirty-two 


states have adopted substantially the plan formulated 
>y the good roads bills and reports from those states 
tell of the excellent results obtained. If this, is true 
why is not the plan good for Indiana? Our present 
condition is intolerable. Sixty thousand miles of pub- 
ic roads belonging to the people, with no one to look 
after them in a careful, systematic way-^with no uni- 
fied control; no scientific study either in construction 
or maintenance. And here is a measure that seeks to 
correct this condition, and. the committee will not re- 
jort it, will not print it, will not give the people and 
'he press a chance to discuss it, but is satisfied with 
ts own statement that there is opposition to it. The 
democratic members can hardly, call this a redemption 
of the platform pledge of advanced legislation for 
good roads.

Ten years ago nothing of the sort existed, but a 


revolution in merchandising and in the relations of the 
rural and village people to the larger cities has since 
taken place. 
The country merchant has not been 


wiped out. He still handles the small trade, while the 
people of the town? and country go to the cities for 
their larger purchases. The country merchant can 
make a turnover in goods more quickly now bv aid of 
telephones and trolleys. 


Another result has been the increase in the value of 


farol land. Census reports for different states fre- 
quently show gains of TOO per cent or more. Not a 
little of this is among the older portions of the country, 
and ha? come from intcrtirbaji electric roads. It ts 
different with steam roads, because their influence on 
the value of the land depends more largely upon the 
distance from the stations. The trolley fines, how- 
ever, have stations everywhere: each farm is a station 
for passengers and goods.

without exception homely 


nails are wide a»d shallow in form, 
and It is by deepening- them that Im- 
provement n-111 be made. 


To work In any way upon the cuticle 


at tho sWea Is the greatest mistake 
that can be made. H the flesh there 
Is once loosened it will not go back 
again, but will hang away ^lightly, 
causing the nail to be broader thun It 
was originally. \VhiIe any broken bits 
of skin which adhere to the sides muat 
be removed always with dn orange 
wood stick. It must be done in such a 
manner that the structuro surround- 
ing the nail is not weakened. 


Directly the contrary theory applies 


to the base of th« nails, however. At 
that point all that can bn done is to 
work tho skin down, «nd by lengthen- 
ing the surface give a lens square ap- 
pearance to the linger tips. 
Tt Li by 


pushing the cuticle ba-ek with a stick 
nnd with a dull knlfa gently lifting the 
tight edge from the nail, 'to which it 
naturally clings, that tho best results 
will be obtained. 


Two things to be borne It) mind at 


this part of the work are that nothing 
should be attempted without first soak- 
ing the lingers for at least five min- 
utefl in warm soapy water, that the 
skin may be softened. The other de- 
tail is' to avoid pressure on -the sur- 
face while working. If the nails are 
subjected to punches 01- pokes from the 
knife or wooden stick, white spots will 
appear, not to be obliterated until time 
bringa them to the top edge to be flle-1 
'oft. 


Still another important part of prop- 


er nails treatment ia that in filing at 
the top (they should never be cut, scis- 
sors or clippers thickening them) the 
upper edga at the sides must not be 
shortened below the flesh, an act which 
may be done without hurting the in- 
dividual in the least. 


The effect, however, 'will be to take 


away the prop ,to the flesh, and the 
finger tips will broaden In consequence. 


Grease in liberal quantities should 


be used at all times upon the nails, 
the application to be rubbed down be- 
low the cuticle at the base. 
If thft 


lower parts of the nails a!re treated In 
•this manner every night the flesh can- 
not adhere to the surface and a dis- 
tinct gain is made In the improvement 
process.

Smith made from Randolph county to 
Fort Wayne, riding horseback, fording 
streams, stopping over night with the 
Indians and enduring various vicissi- 
tudes which make the troubles of the 
present-day candidate ssem like a per- 
petual holiday. Smith made a. speech 
from the porch of the Fort Wayne ho'- 
tel at which he stopped, and this was 
perhaps the first political address ever 
delivered within tlio confines of Allen 
county. It is intcrcstine to note that 
as a result of this tiresome pilgrimage 
through tlin wilderness. Allen county 
gave Smith but ten votes.

he was elected by n majority of 1.500.

gress over Hon. William D. Ewing. his 
whig competitor, who was also a lend- 
ing citizen of his time. Mr. Rockhill 
served but one term in the national 
house—from 1847 ti> 1.S49.

cessor -.vas Andrew Jacksrm Harlan. of 
Muncie. who served the single term In 
the Thirty-first congress, from 1843-51. 
In the latter year Rev. Samuel Brcnfon. 
a Methodist clergyman, was elected to 
congress from this district as a whig, 
defeating James W. Bnrden, ,-ilso of 
Fort Wayne.

AVhen we contrast the fearless fight j 


waged by Klljah on the mount with, 
his fearful night to the juniper bush 
•we feel amazed that his faith in God 
should so suddenly have given place 
to abject fear of a defeated woman. 
Every observant person knows, how- 
ever, that such is not uncommon. Fre- 
quently the courage which gains a tri- 
umph is quickly followed by the cow- 
ardice 
which brings defeat. . This 


should teach us that the hour of exal- 
tation-is the time to most carefully 
guard against the tide of depression. 


The case of Elijah exhibiting cring- 


ing cowardice .after, displaying com- 
manding courage is most instructive, 
if 
we 
regard it in th« right llKht. 


Klljah was "a man ot like passions 
with us" (James 5: 17). Let us remem- 
ber that he faced unflinchingly with- 
out trace of fear not only the. powerful 
King Ahnb. but hundreds nf the frnn- 


1 'tic priests ot Baal and Astarte. the 


ready tools of Jezebel, and in addition 
f,he Infuriated mob that followed the 
priests as lenders. He was enabled to 
do this because h« "practiced the. pres- 
ence of God." While he kept his eyes 
upon'Gofl he saw no fear. But he be- 
came elated by the victory God gave 
him on Mount Carm«4 d also be- 
cause of the little cloBi that 
gave 


promise 
of 
the 
rain Tor whicli he 


prayed when the people turned to Je- 
hovah. 
Then carne exhaustion after 


great physical strain. 
He had had a 


long run before Ahab's chariot as th 
the latter's herald, coming back to the 
city, where he was acclaimed by thos 
who -had been at^Carmel as greate 
than the king himself. This great ath 
letic - feat completely exhausted him 
and while In this state cama the threa 
of the defeated Jezebel .that she woul 
kill him. 
He should "have ridlculei 


such a threat from a routed foe, ho t 
whom God had vouchsafed so many; 
favors, he who was kept from death by 
being fed 'by ravens and afterwards 
by the poor widow, and who was de- 
livered from the wrath of.monarch and 
mob at Carmel. But he.fled, fled in 
fear, nor .did he'recover courage even 
a.s he passed Bethel, where h» must 
have recalled how, tremblingly, Jacob 
saw the open door of heaven with God 
keeping watch above his own. Nor did 
he turn about when the towers of Je- 
rusalem 
recalled 
the 
triumphant 


psalms of David, for. even at Beershe- 
ba, where the wells at which he drank 
should have recalle'd the courage of 
Abraham and Isaac. Heeding not the 
scenes,of. victories ot ancient patri- 
archs,, he hurried on, forgetting to c.at 
in the excitement of.'his fear/iint'll he 
was far out in the wilderness.- Utterly 
exhausted., with no suitable shelter in 
Bight,.he sat down beneath a Juniper 
bush, a.kind of broom, the scant foliage 
of which "would at least shelter his 
face from .the. -sun- 'In his wretched- 
ness, he turned his eyes to heaven and 
prayed that -he might- die. But Go< 
would not answer that prayer, for it 
was a" "foolish and a cowardly .prayer 
Tiie prayers of folly .or those that 
emanate 
from 
a 
wrong motive are 


never answered. No request-is granted 
which, is not for our good. Had Elijah's 
prayer' been answered he would have 
died a, coward in the- desert, but ,.G 
did not want him to die that way. He 
had designed 'that when his earthlj 
mission -was complete the prophe 
should pass to heaven in' a, chariot' 6 
fins. .We'should never recall this darl 
episode in Elijah's life without calling

"Let us live"—live to be useful to our 
selves and to others, to serve God an' 
benefit the world.

The headaches so prevalent in school i 


children are almost always

to one of three causes, defective eye- 
sight, Impaired digestion or insufficient 
sleep.

"Whispers From the 
Vast" And it was these two obscure- 
ly published, nonexploited 
books 
of 


poems'that, falling by chance, into my 
hands, sent m« scurrying out to the 
little village of Osslan, fnd., to Inter- 
view the author. 


Here was a poet whose work bore 


unmistakably the impress of that won- 
derful thing we call genius, yet whose 
flame-tipped offerings were compara- 
tively unrecognized and unknown, and 
who himself appeared content to re- 
main buried in the obscurity of a tiny 
Indiana town. Surely 
here were not 


lacking material for that "copy" In the 
direction" of 
which the avid feature 


writer lias'always a keen nose pointed. 


I had tried to picture the poet to my 


mind's eye all the way out to the vil- 
lage, and by the time I reached my 
destination I had him clearly visualized, 
He would be tall and thin and dark, 
with dreamy eyes set deep in the pallor 
of a gaunt and sallow face, and with 
ebon locks thut scorned the shears of 
the tonsorlal artist. 
His homo would 


be a tumble-down cottage at the end 
of a weed-cumbered street. His wife 
would be helping to eke out a precar- 
ious living by taking in washing-, and 
I should discover her In ji vine-filled 
orchard behind the woo'dshed—a. little, 
stooped woman with a perpetual mel- 
.nncholy in her eyes and a bravo smile 
on .her llns. 
. The poet himself would be seated In 
a dilapidated chair, with "Atlanta in 
Calydon" in one hand and a stub pen 
In 
the 
other—possibly 
translating 


Greek hexameters, or doing Latin odes. 
And if I were fortunate there would 
be beer before him—bear foaming in a 
blue mug. 


Alas for romance and imgatnatlon! 


It 'was a pleasant village street down 
which I passed, and when I had 
crossed the bridge which spans the his- 
toric little river known as the'Eight 
Mile (how Rem Johnston does lova the 
Eight Mile!) and had gone a. block or 
so .beyond I came upon the small com- 
fortable house known as "The Brown 
iGottage," which is the home of the 
poet. ' And his wife was just paying 
the washlady who had brought home 
the "family washing! 
I scanned her 


face in vain for any sign of a settled 
melancholy. The smile was there, but 
It had a most disconcerting look of 
being simply the natural manifestation 
of a bright and cheery nature, rather 
than the conscious effort to be cour- 
ageous under the depressing Influence 
of the poetic temperament. (Later I 
was to learn that this smite had In- 
spired the poet to bestow upon his 
wife the appropriate if unoriginal name 
of the "Spring Lads-.") 


"Mr. Johnston is at liis office," said 


this smiling small person-now in an- 
swer to my query. "No. not writing: 
not1 even tlijnl<ing of writing Just no<v. 
He will be home soon. 
"VTill you not 


come into the workshop and wait." 


I should doubtless have been rank 


outsider enough to have 
ca'lled 
the 


Workshop n study or a den had my 
hostess failed to name it. for me. Tt is 
a small oblong room, and my first im- 
pression upon entering was of books— 
and books—and yet more books.

National Board of Fire Underwriters 
in the report of its experts covering 
two months of Investigations here dur- 
ing November and December last. This 
is charged to faulty building construc- 
tion, unprotected exposures, hazardous 
occupancies, few fire barriers, narrow 
alleys and insufficient width of streets. 


At the same time there is praise for 


the efficiency of the Fort Wayne fire 
department. The water supply is pro- 
nounced fair. Thp building tows, while 
extensive, aro declared To he deficient 
in nearly all important fi"atur<»s. 
In- 


cluded in the report are voluminous 
recommendations, am'/rip them bclnit 
nn increased wnter .supply, adilition- 
:il fire apparatus :in<l water mains and 
a revision ol 
1 the building code to con- 


form to modern r'-fiuiri'iiients for lire 
prevention as provided in tlu> mitionn! 
building rnrte. 
The report is nn ex- 


haustive one nml is Important as boar- 
Ing upon the question of local lire in- 
surance rates. 


For Fighting Firei. 


The well supply tor the waterworks 


system is declared barely sufficient, 
some pumps wen' found in poor con- 
dition, and criticism is offered because 
stations are not fire-proof. The fire 
department is pronounced, under, sat- 
isfactory supervision <tnd commanded 
by competent rhk-f officers.
